Apparently dead since Thurs­ 
day, the couple was discovered by 
the motel operator who checked 
the cabin when she noticed news­ 
papers had been piling up at the 
front door.

“ prepared entuely by this administration” 
list* lour items as comprising the “major 
national security programs’—(1) Military 
{unctions of the Defense. Department; (2) 
Mutual military (aid) program; (3) Atomic 
eneig}: (4) Stcx kpiling oi strategic materials. 
He notes, however, that ceitain other “ac­ 
tivities for national security’ ’are "closely la- 
lated” to these four majot items, in par­ 
ticular foreign economic aid and inioi illa­ 
tion programs. 


Expendituics on the major security pro­ 
grams aie estimated to l*e 63.9 billion lower 
in the fiscal year 1953 than m the piesent 
fiscal vear of 1934 and 63 1 billion lower than 
in fiscal year 1933.

foi planning and financing otu national se­ 
curity program. ’ 


Heretofore the planning has been “ based

I his budget is “aimed, instead, at 
providing a strong military position whith 
can be maintained over the extended peiiod 
oi uneasv peace.” 


“It points toward the ireation, mainten­ 
ance and full exploitation ot m odem air* 
power.” 
“Added emphasis on ail power,” 
along with “application of new weapons and 
new techniques,” will ultimately pioduce 
“ far greater fiexibiiitv.” 
All this “oiienta- 
tion of our defense stiatcgv,” together with 
economies in administration (as in standaid- 
i/ing 
equipment, 
adopting 
“commercial 
maintenance practices” and better trampor- 
tation methods), makes possible “a lower 
level of total expenditures for national se­ 
curity.”

There is con­ 
siderable reason for thinking th at 
on the.balance it would be wiser 
to give up the project of joint 
construction and to let Canada 
build the Seaway herself on her 
own territory with her own fi­ 
nancing and with her own ad­ 
m inistration. 


IF THAT WERE the way this 
long disputed m atter were set­ 
tled. there would be left only the 
hydro-electric power facilities to 
be constructed by joint action of 
the Province of Ontario and the 
State of New York. T hat re­ 
quires no further action by the 
Congress. The necessary license 
has been issued and all that re­ 
mains is to have the m atter 
settled by the courts. 
The original plans for joint ac­ 
tion have been talked about for 
decades. The present agreem ent 
was reached in M arch 1941. T hat 
was a few m onths before Pearl 
Harbor, and during the war the 
project, which had not yet been 
approved by Congress, was of 
course laid aside. It was revised 
after the war. But in session 
after session Congress has failed 
to ratify it. 


IN THE MEANTIME Canada 
was entering upon her extra­ 
ordinary postwar growth — with 
the discovery of vast natural re­ 
sources in oil, iron ore and other 
minerals, and with a correspond­ 
ing industrial expansion. The ef­ 
fect has been to increase and to 
make urgent Canada's need for 
the Seaway and for the hydro­ 
electric pow'er which can be gen­ 
erated bjs the fall of the St. 
Lawrence River. 
But that is not the only effect 
of Canada's industrial growth. 
Canada is now' quite rich and 
powerful enough to build a sea­ 
way out of her own resources. 


IN DECEMBER, 
1951, 
after 
Congress had repeatedly failed 
to approve the joint undertaking, 
the Canadian Parliam ent passed 
an act enabling a Canadian “St. 
Lawrence Seaway Authority” to 
build the Seaway as a Canadian 
project. It passed also another 
act, which enables the power de­ 
velopment to be separated from 
the Seaway and to be carried out 
by Ontario and New York, the 
two 
neighboring 
communities 
which would 
use 
the 
electric 
power. 
For 
more 
than 
two 
years, 
therefore, the construction of the 
Seaway has no longer depended 
upon our participation in the 
work and our contribution to its 
* costs.

WASHINGTON 
UP 
— 
Sen. 
Taft, if he were 
alive 
today, 
would probably be pleased at the 
unfolding ideas of the Eisenhow­ 
er 
adm inistration 
on 
m ilitary 
strategy and m ilitary spending. 
In some ways they sound very 
much like his own. 
T aft made 
a 
m ajor 
Senate 
speech Jan. 5, 1951, in the midst 
of rearm am ent and the K orean 
W ar, cautioning against commit­ 
ting American troops to foreign 
battlefields and telling what he 
thought m ilitary expenses should 
be. 
He envisioned an armed force 
of about 3,200.000 men w ith m ili­ 
tary expenses running around 40 
billion dollars a year, and the 
biggest 
emphasis 
on 
air 
and 
naval power. 


IN HIS BUDGET message to 
Congress, President Eisenhower 
estimated m ilitary expenses for 
the fiscal year beginning in July 
at 37’ 2 billion. 
And the President said he ex­ 
pected the armed forces, now 
3.400.000 men. to be cut to 3.300,- 
000 by July and to just a little 
over three million by July 1955. 
According to the plans outlined 
by 
Eisenhower, 
the 
biggest 
spending would be on the Air 
Force, with the Navy next and 
the Army last. 
T aft had said: “We should go 
just as far toward preparing for 
w ar as w?e can go in time of 
peace without weakening our­ 
selves in the long run . . . 
“Not only is an all-powerful 
Air Force the best passible de­ 
fense U>r the United States, but 
it is also the greatest deterrent to 
war." 


IN HIS MESSAGE Eisenhower 
said his budget “is aimed at pro­ 
viding a strong m ilitary position 
which can be m aintained over the 
extended period of the uneasy 
peace . . . 
It points toward the creation, 
m aintenance and full exploita­ 
tion of modern air power . . . 
This budget . . . provides greater 
expenditures for air power in the 
fiscal year 1955 (starting July 1» 
th an in any year since the close 
of World W ar II.” 
Taft, in his 1951 speech, said: 
“W hat I object to is undertak­ 
ing to fight that battle against 
world-wide communism on the 
vast land areas of the continent 
of Europe or the continent of 
Asia where we are at the great­ 
est possible disadvantage in a 
war w’ith Russia.” 


ON JAN. 13, 1954. Secretary of 
State Dulles made a speech to 
the Council on Foreign Relations 
in New York. 
He said th at if the enemy was 
allowed to pick his own place for 
aggression, and the United States 
attem pted to meet him there, it 
would have to be ready to fight 
on land everywhere, as well as at 
sea and in the air. 
But th at course will not be 
followed in the 
future, 
Dulles 
said. No longer could an enemy 
fight solely on a battleground of 
his own choosing. 
And last 
m onth 
Eisenhower 
announced 
two 
U.S. 
divisions 
would be withdrawn from Ko­ 
rea. 


TAFT HAD said an all-power­ 
ful Air Force is the greatest “de­ 
terrent” to war, Dulles said: 
“The way to deter aggression 
is for the free community to be 
willing and able to respond vig­ 
orously at places and with m eans 
of his own choosing.” 
How? By “massive retaliation,” 
Dulles said, which m eant by the 
Air Force. He 
didn’t 
m ention 
“with atomic weapons” but th a t 
seemed 
implicit 
in 
the 
word 
“massive.” 
The Eisenhower adm inistration 
doesn’t share Taft's views on 
military alliances. Where T aft 
voted against the North Atlantic 
Pact, which put this country 
into alliance with W estern Eu­ 
rope — the adm inistration is all 
for it. 
Before Korea the Trum an ad­ 
m inistration had depended, not 
on land power, but on air power 
as a deterrent to Russia, and on 
European alliances.'It was after 
Korea th at the 
huge 
m ilitary 
buildup and expense began.

SAN FRA NCISCO UP)—Evidence 
th at one type of original m alaria 
infection will lie dorm ant in an 
otherwise healthy person for as 
long 
as ten 
m onths and 
then 
strike with full force has been 
uncovered by a California state 
m edical researcher. 
The finding of this delayed-ac­ 
tion characteristic of the initial 
attack 
constitutes 
an 
alert 
to 
health officers and physicians who 
m ay encounter scattered cases as 
the result of the return of service 
personnel from endemic m alaria 
places such as Korea. 
INFECTED BEFO RE 
It m eans, said Dr. Rosem ary 
Brunetti, 
epidemiologist 
of 
the 
state health departm ent, th at most 
persons who come down with the 
disease in the spring or early sum ­ 
mer were infected during the pre-. 
vious summer or fall. 
This gives health officers a new 
slant on where to look for the 
origin of the infection. The source 
may be far away in time and 
space. 
Dr. Brunetti investigated an out­ 
break of vivax m alaria, a mild 
I type of the disease, in an encam p­ 
m ent of Cam p Fire G irls in north­ 
ern California 
in 
1952. Thirty- 
eight days after the time of prob­ 
able exposure only nine persons 
i had come down w ith the disease. 
Eight to ten m onths later 25 per­ 
sons who had been in the area 
; became ill. 
Since M alaria is not endemic in | 
! California and since it was de­ 
termined that none of these peo­ 
ple had been exposed previously, 
health authorities began looking 
for a source of the disease. They 
found it in a Korean war veteran 
who had been cam ping in the 
area and who had experienced a 
relapse of the disease which he 
had originally contracted overseas. 
The infection was transm itted 
by mosquitoes in the area which 
had picked up the infection by 
biting the veteran and had car­ 
ried it to the girls’ camp.

Newton B. Drury, 
chief of the 
beaches and parks division, agreed 
the area is worthy of considera­ 
tion. Everett Powell, a commis­ 
sion land acquisition officer, said 
three areas along the upper Sac­ 
ramento River are under survey. 
One is in Colusa county, another 


at Packer Lake in Glenn county 
and the third is an island strad­

It Doesn't Take Two Cars 
To Make A Fatal Accident 
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SACRAMENTO — "It doesn't 
take a second car to make a fatal 
crash." 
Authority for this statement 
comes from provisional statistics 
released by the California High­ 
way Patrol which indicate that 
more than one-fourth of all fatal 
accidents during 1953 were non- 
collision accidents. Of 2896 fatal 
accidents, 766 or 26 4 per cent, in­ 
voked only one car. 
“Most common types of non-col­ 
lision accidents are those that 
occur when a car goes out of con­ 
trol and overturns on a roadway 
or runs -off the roadway,” com­ 
mented B. R. Caldwell, Patrol 
Commissioner.

“Many factors figure in these 
non-collision accidents but errors 
of driving judgment are respon­ 
sible in the vast majority of cases 


“Common errors,” he said, “in- 
| elude traveling too fast for con­ 
ditions, 
especially 
on 
strange 
roads; Dermitting 
distractions or 
| obstructions to interfere when driv­ 
ing; continuing to drive when 
overtired or sleepy; overdriving 
headlights; 
and operating cars 
that are in unsafe mechanical 
condition. 
“The driver himaelf can control 
these conditions in the vast ma- 
i jority of cases,” he cautioned.

Molotov arrived 
here Saturday with this proposal 
on his lips. 
As Bidault spoke, U. S. Secretary 
of State Dulles sat opposite B rit­ 
ish Foreign Secretary Eden, with 
Molotov at Dulles’ right. Bidault 
spoke in French, with sim ulta­ 
neous translations, through ear­ 
phones, into Russian and English. 
The meeting — the ninth the 
Council of Foreign M inisters has 
held since 1945—was held in the 
Allied Control Authority building 
in the American sector, once a 
courthouse used by the Nazi re­ 
gime before its defeat.
